Atrnoven it is a princi- 
ple, on which republican governments are 
founded, that all have equal rights, it does 
not follow from thence that all ought to 
be equally eligible to every office. The 
equal rights of citiz¢ns means nothing more 
than that all are equally fubje& to, and 
have an equal claim to the proteétion of 
law, and that all have an equal voice in 
the choice of their ralers. The criterion 
of eligibility to office is independent in its 
origin from thefe. It refults trom the 
merit of the candidate ; and that too not 
merely the merit of being blefled with a 
capacity, or of poffefling integrity, but 
connefted with thefe he fhould have claims 
refting on the foundation of his conduét as 
a citizen. Fo ele&t an inexperienced 
young man, who is not known beyond the 
circle of his immediate friends and rela- 
tions to an important, refponfidle, and ref- 
peftable office, diminithes its dignity and 
deftroys the ftrongeft incentive to exer- 
This is befides at- 
tended with another evil ; it takes away 


tions to Ccelerve it. 


ihe ftrongeft inducement to a careful re- 
gard for the proper execution of the du- 
ties of the office, viz. a defire to preferve 
an eftablifhed reputation. We cannot 
know with certainty the fttength of a 
man’s honefty, until we fee it tried by cir. 





cumftances. A man may have aéted hon- 
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efily, merely becaufe opportunities have 
not offered to entice him to do otherwilc. 
A man in the walks of private life may 
condu& himfelf with the greateft integrity, 
who in public life would play the villain. 
We thould therefore be extremely care- 
ful, how we exalt men to office, who have 
no general reputation as a pledge for the 
proper difcharge of its duties. Entertain. 
ing fuch opinions as thefe, I was not a lit- 
tle furprifed, in looking over the lift of e- 
le€tors of prefident and vice-prefident of 
the United States, chofen by our Legifla- 
ture during their late feffion, to find John 
Cramer amongft the number. This gen- 
tleman four years ago was a fiudent at 
college, and was admitted an attorney at 
law laft fall only. It, as his excellency 
the governor fays, the .chufing ele€tors is 
‘* a truft important and interefting as any 
that can be repofed in the reprefentatives 
of a free people,’ our Legiflature in- 
this one inflance haye performed their du- 
ty finely, I cannot learn that Mr. Cra- 
mer had any one quality to recommend 
“im, but his being a zealous advocate of 
all the meafurcs of the democratic party. 
The democrats in their eleétions feem to 
have proceeded upon the principle, that 
he, who is exalted, ought to be humbled, 
and that he, who is in a humble fituation 
ought to be exalted. However, although 
the federalifts may jee] mortified for their 
country, when they read the democratic 
lift of eleétors, they have reafon to exult 
on their own account, when they com- 
pare that with their own lift, There are 
many names on the federal ticket, that 
Greece and Rome might have boafted of 
in the times of their greateft glory, whilft 
there is {carcely a nanie on the democratic 
ticket that would add any reputation to the 
moft infignificant Jacobin Club, The 
federalifts then I think may juftly infer that 
the moft intelligent of their tellow-citizens 
are joined with them, and that their adver. 
faries have none butthe ‘ protanum vul- 
gus ;"' and with corfidence anticipate the 
day, when men reafoning calmly and fo- 
berly fha!l fay, that the caufe, which is 
jupported by wifdom is glorious, and that 
which retts on folly and ignorance is dif- 
graceful.

(Pp NOTE EXPLANATORY. 

We obferve by the Natronal Intelli. 
geucer that the houfe of repretentatives of 
ihe United States were obliged to adjourn 
on Tuefday laft without doing any bufi- 
nefs, for want of a quorum. What was 
the reafon for non-attendance we are un- 
ible to fey: we have heard ot no hkorfe 
races which the members were campeiled 
to attend for them fix dollars per day, as 
happened lafl year. It will ke recolletied 
that congrefs convened a month earlier, 
this year, than the conflirutional time, be- 
caufe of the important bufinefs which 
was expe€ted to come before them, and 
becaufe the feflion muft, of neceflity clofe 
on the third of March.
